ABOUT BOOKS 


FLOODTIDE by Frank Yerby. 

Reviewed by Billie Sager. 

An "Amazing, Dr. Yerby," ver¬ 
dict may be given to this latest 
product of the frequent visitor to 
the best-seller bracket, Frank 
Yerby, in regard to his 1950 pro¬ 
duction, "Floodtide.” To put it 
plainly, it can not be offered as 
a commendatory comment, but is 
an expression of dubious admira¬ 
tion for the sheer nerve of the 
man. 


Floodtide" author Yerby can 
hit the reviewer over the head 
with his sales records, for he has 
been conspicuously on the best 
seller list with “Foxes of Har¬ 
row,” "Pride’s Castle,” and the 
current “Floodtide.” His name has 
been quite marketable since he 
entered the big time word-racket 
with a nationally published short 
story in 1944. 

In “Floodtide,” he pursues his 
love of characterless characters 
exemplified in the person of Ross 
Pary. He is an "off the social 
list" upstart from the wrong side 
of Natchez, the "Under the Hill" 
abode of thieves and cut-throats. 
Pary grows from a slightly effim- 
inate-seeming young dude fresh 
from £ Continental education 
(that is to take him up that hill 
to become the master of the plan¬ 
tation of Moonrise) to a man’s 
man who learns to kill, Cubans or 
cut-throats, whichever appears on 
the opposing side. 

Ross Pary’s loves are as many 
as are his deeds of valor. A love- 
assortment of women are 
brought to seek the love of this 
fascinating blond architect of th^ 
poet’s face and manner of steel. 
One would not quibble with the 
number of Pary’s loves, but Mr. 
Yerby makes of them such con¬ 
scious contrasts that the reader 
with minimum intelligence oan 
keep them well in mind. There is 
Morgan Brittany, constant pur¬ 
suer of men as a species, not as 
individuals. She wants from men 
only the satisfaction of repulsing 
them. Her black, black hair and 
her black, black eyes contribute 
to the black, black impression 
Yerby laboriously seeks *to give 
of her evil nature. Her sins are 
monumental, her lure impossible 
to withstand. 

The fatigued reader is taken 
through the contrived set of cir- j 
cumstances by which she keeps 
most of the men characters in j 
the book bound to her, dangling 
like so many objects on the charm 


bracelet of her will. Rather films- 
ily, Yerby begins to explain her 
bad character when she meets 
Ross and his brother and im¬ 
mediately tries to ensnare them, 
by her inane, remark, “I do so 
like to shock people.” In a fit 
of attempted broad character 
strokes, Yerby has her power over 
men described. "She leaves them 
alive, after a fashion. They can 
walk and breathe, and move 
about. But they aren’t men any¬ 
more. They’re . . . they’re things 
without souls.” Paraphrased, with 
Yerby’s permission, HIS stories 
are "stories without art,” a mere 
concession to the dollar. 

Conchita Izquierda is Morgan's 
opposite, and to add to the story, 
a foreign element—daughter of a 
Spaniard who Wants Cuba to re¬ 
volt. Their affair is off and on 
with the regularity of a traffic 
light during the entire story. 

Natchez, in the midst of the 
Cuban Revolution where her en¬ 
thusiasm takes her and then him, 
through his belief that she is 
killed by the revolutionists just 
after their dramatic marriage by 
a convenient priest in the revo¬ 
lutionary Cuba — until the end. 
One begins to wish that the lady 
would really die during some of 
her narrow escapes for sheer be¬ 
lief to the reader. 

Entirely different is the little 
waif, Cathy, decayed aristocratic 
mule-skinner-swearing plantation 
girl who takes a liking to Roas, 
(as the others have done) the 
minute she lays her fiery little 
eyes on him. Cathy has only 
the ghosts of Conchita to contend 
with, but the poor girl eventually 
washes her hands of slave-sym¬ 
pathizer Ross. 

Through the fluff of a non¬ 
stop love life, there emerges in 
Yerby's yarn some bits of fine 
writing. When he relates the his¬ 
torical effort of Gen. Lopez to 
enlist the aid of Mississippi in 
the Cuban Revolution, and in his 
accounts of the Revolution itself, 
Yerby is an able chronicler. 

For the reader who has no 
taste for fantasy (outside the 
pages of such books as those of 
Edgar Rice Burrough, who AD¬ 
MITTED that his headless bodies 
and bodiless heads were not ex¬ 
actly human) or the mistreating 
of what has all the ear-marks of 
an interesting plot, or for that 
person who resents the dollar-be- 
ing waved so evidently that he 
can read the printing on it, Yerby 
has written a book to avoid.

In a return game played Febru¬ 
ary 2 on the home floor, the 
Junior Vols loat to Missouri Bap¬ 
tist for the seconJ time this sea¬ 
son. this time by a score of 43-38.

With Carter scoring what must 
have been one of the highest one- 
game totals ever recorded in the 
JV gym. 41 points, and Scott, the 
big center, adding another 23.

This Player and That One 

There seems to be little room for Doubt that the per¬ 
formance put on by Lambuth’s Carter has been the single 
highspot of the some season so far. The aggressive Lam¬ 
buth lad, who lacks the height generally associated with a 
high scorer, really put on a one-man exhibition of offensive 
power with his 41-point total. As far as we have been able 
to find out, this is the highest one-game total ever made by 
a player in the local gym. Of his 41 points, 26 came on 13 
field goals and the other 13 on free throws. Carter had a 
total of 16 chances at the free-throw lane and cashed in on 
13, good shooting in any league. We do not know his field- 
goal percentage but it must have been 50 percent or higher. 

Loss of DeBerry could not do less than hurt the Vols. 
However, it must be said at once that no other way out was 
left for the school authorities. This is, after all, an EDU¬ 
CATIONAL institution, and one requirement (a reasonable 
one) seems to be that a persoji at least go through the mo¬ 
tions of attending classes. Whether he need do anything 
else is another thing. Said DeBerry however had evidently 
felt that putting in an appearance at his classes was not one 
of the things required of an athlete of his caliber. It is a 
fact that at the time of his being dropped from school, four 
of his five professors had pink slipped him for non-attend¬ 
ance of classes. 

We think that the continurj improvement of Siler one of 
the outstanding features of this year’s A squad. Siler has 
shown himself to be the most accurate free-thrower on the 
squad, a good shot, and an all-around ball player. 

The Two Vol Forwards 

An interesting compairson can be made between the two 
Vol forwards, Shields and Weatherford. Of the two, Weath¬ 
erford is far the more flashy type, and so perhaps more of 
a crowd pleaser than the less showy Shields. On the other 
hand, Shields always seems to be in the right place at the 
right time, and in our opinion is a far more steadying in¬ 
fluence on the remainder of the squad. 

For several home games we made our own check of shots 
taken by these two and they are rather revealing. For in¬ 
stance, in the first half of the Mo. B, game. Shields took 8 
shots and Weatherford 10. But, Shields made four of his 
and Weatherford only one. For the entire game Shields 
made five out of 13 and Weatherford three of 17. 

In the first half of the Lanfbuth game Weatherford took 
14 shots and made two; on four of the 12 missed, he did 
not even hit the backboard, and on seven of the other sight, 
I.ambuth got the rebound. Thus out of 14 shots, he added 
four points to the UT tota, but on 11 of the other 12 the 
direct result was that Lambuth got the ball, and since they 
scored almost every time, this policy did not seem too good 
from the UT standpoint. On the other hand, it should be 
said that Weatherford was the JV highscorer with 14 points.
